INFLUENZA WII WIPING OUT SOUTH 
SEA_ ISLANDERS. _ 


San Francisco, Dec. 23.—Depopula- 
tion through Spanish influenza; 
threatens’ the Tahitian, Solomon, Gil- 
bert and other island groups in the 


‘South Pacific, according to passeng- 


ers: of:the Union liner Moana, which 
arrived here today from Sydney and 
Wellington, via Papeete. 

More than 600 of a population of 
3,700 at Papeete, capital of Tahiti, 
died during the week preceding the 
arrival of the Moana, passengers 
said, and scores of persons begged 
the ship's captain for passage to San 
Francisco to escape the malady. The 
request had to be denied because 
Capt. E. A. Barlow could not subject 
hig passengers to the disease. 

Missionaries and traders are re- 
ported doing: everything possible for 
the sick: The epidemic has reached 
such proportions that no labor is 
obtainable for thg cocoanut planta- 
tions and for harvesting the crops. 
Both pilots at Papeete were victims 
of the disease and Capt. Barlow had 
to make his way into the port as 
best hg could. French officials were 
said to have fled and the governor, 
barricaded in his residence, was said 
to be transacting official business by 
telephone. 

Similar conditions on other islands 
were reported by small trading ves- 
sels, spoken to en route.

Further we have never heard any- 
one before, in his wildest flight of 
imagination, state that an efghty or 
hundred thousand dollar building 
was expected, although we did hear 
Mr. R. L. Gaetz say at the previous 
Board of Trade meeting that it would 
be an outrage to ask the government 
to build a_ sixty thousand dollar 
building and he would oppose it. 

The Advocate takes issue with a 
unanimous vote of the Board of 
Trade and the Great War Veterans 
for desiring a new post office, claim- 
ing this is a “boom” spirit, unworthy 
of our citizens, and working itself up 
to an awful pitch of excitement. 

This is not at all necessary, nor is 
it, in our opinion, well timed. 

It was one of the ministers of the 
Union Government who stated a few 
weeks ago that now the war wag over 
all public buildings authorized before 
the war would be proceeded with to 
give employment to the returned vet- 
erans, who are already flocking .to 
our shores. The Board of a and 
the Veterans can not be called™boom- 
sters and other rough names of that 
character for only taking a minister 
of thé crown at his word. 

If economy is the watchword, why 
spend eight or ten thousand dollars 
fitting up &n old building that will 
only be an old building after all is 
said and done, besides spending a 
thousand dollars to fill up the ex- 

, cavation already made? 

The government has never asked 
for increased accommodation in the 
present premises. If they had, and 
would be willing to give a five year 
lease, it is probable the extra accom- 
modation could be furnished to about 
the same space ag the old Lands 
office and the interest on the repairs 
to that building would more than, pay 
the rent, thus saving the whole 
amount. But that is not the kind of 
economy wanted. 

We again repeat, we do not think 
the large and representative meeting 
of the Board of Trade and Great War 
Veterans were imbued with a “boom” 


spirit, we consider it an insult to 
their intelligence. Red Deer has 
never had a boom. It is the one 


Place in thig great province that has 
been free from that charge. Our 
growth hag been steadily onward and 
upward year after year, slow’ but 
sure, and we consider the Advocate 
is going out of its way to make this 
charge and should be told plainly and 
forcibly that it does not know what 
it is talking about.

Report on Prize List Revision 


Mr. Bjorkeland submitted the follow- |. 


Ing report of the Committee to revise 
the prize list: 

Your Committee appointed to review 
prize list beg to recommend: 

First, that the rules and regulations 
as used by Medicine Hat, Lethbridge 
and Camrose be used as a guide, as 
they appear to be more up-to-date and 
in the main satisfactory. 

Second, that in classes for heavy 
horses be added “Team in Harness” in 
2ach class, and that in Nght classes be 
added “2 year old stallion’ in each 
Registered class, and “Pair and Single 
Drivers” in each class except Thor- 
oughbreds, and that harness classes as 
they appear in our prize list be revised, 
be open for all and made 4s attractive 
as possible with a view of providing 
attractions for the grandstand. Saddle 
horses and pony classes.to be enlarged 
slightly. 

Third. In Registered cattle classes, 
make separate classes for Red Poll, 
Brown Swiss, Jerseys and Guernseys, 
and add Champion and Reserve ribbons 
in each class, 

Fifth. Boys’ and girls’ competitions. 
Special attention should be given to 
this class. Make this as attractive as 
possible, and publish the rules and 
regulations governing them immed- 
lately after the annual meeting. Special 
attention shauld by given to the judges 
—On the individual quality of the calf; 
the condition of the calf, with due re- 
gard for the purpose for) which it is 
raised, ‘the training of the; calf and the 
manner in which the boys or girls are 
placing the calf in position before the 
judge. All calves to be born in 1919 
and their actual age given at time of 
entry. 

We believe there is a good deal of 
interest created in these classes, and 
would recommend that the calves be 
shown two years in succession, that is 
as yearlings (boys’ and ‘girls’ classes) 
only, those Bhown ‘as calves last year 
are eligible; and that next year, or 
1920, only those exhibited in 1919 are 
eligible: for~the yearling classes. And 
that the boys and girls of these classes 
be allowed to show in the open classes 
of calves or yearlings and that a 
special prize of, say $10, be added to 
the boy or girl winning first prize in 
the open classes. 

Fourth. Grade cattle classes to be 
enlarged so as to give more chance 
for local exhibitors. We would recom- 
mend: 


Grade Beef Cattle—Cow, 4 years or 
over; cow, 3 years; heifer, 2 years; 
heifer, 1 year; heifer calf; steer, 3 
years; steer, 2 years;- steer, 1 year; 
steer calf; herd of 3 females; herd or 
pen of 3 steers; Champion female, any 
age; Champion steer, any age; Grand 
Champion steer or female, any age. 

Grade Dairy Cattle—Cow, 4 years or 
over; cow, 3 years; heifer, 2 years; 
heifer, 1 year, senior; heifer, 1 year, 
junior; heifer calf, senior; heifer calf, 
junior; herd of 3 females over 1 year; 
cow and two of her progeny; Champion 
female, any age. 

Special—Cows owned by residents of 
Red Deer. | 

Sheep—The breeds as last year, and 
in grade sheep make separate classes 
for long wool and short wool. 

Swine—As last year with the agenda 
published later added. 

In poultry classes would add 3 or 4 
breeds of Bantams, 3 or 4 varieties of 
pigeons, and a few species of rabbits. 

Grains and grasses as before. 

In connection with fancy work, we 
would recommend that this be left 
in the hands of two women directors 
to bring in recommendations to the 
Board.
